Desperate 
people were thinking out desperate plans, and 
the people must set to work on counter-plans. 
Christians were studying how to manufacture 
poison gas; There was no escape from them and 
their preparations so long as this world re- 
mained the old Vanity Fair of “ The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” and so long as the money-changers 
in the Temple of Peace thought more of man- 
dates than of mankind. 


There was no braver town than Ashton. East 


Lancashire had carried to ite highest power the 


English quality of grit. He asked them to turn 
the fighting epirit which they had inherited 
from their ancestors into a plan of campaign 
to remove the causes of war. Through polities 
let them make it clear that they were in favour 
of forgiveness of debts, so that we ourselves 
may win forgiveness, if not from America, at 
least from the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Until the other day this wondrous Empire had 
never put itself in the pitiful position of saying 
it would be generous if others made it worth 
our while. Let them end the feud. The boys 
they were commemorating did not die for 
reparations, nor for Mesopotamia, nor even for 
Jerusalem. They had hoped to kill war, and it 
was for Ashton to lead Lancashire again in 
taking practical steps to make those. peace 
dreams come true.

LINEN TRADE. 


FLAX CROP AND 
AMERICAN TARIFFS. | 


—-——. @— -—— 


(FROM OUR BELFAST CORRESPONDENT.) 

The two dominant topics of discussion in the 
Irish linen trade at present are the prospects 
of this season’s flax crop and the effect of the 
new tariff schedules im the United States.. It 
is difficult to give accurate figures of this year's 
acreage of flax in Lreland, but the Belfast Flax 
Suppiy Association have placed it at 20,000. On 
the other hand, those who judge from the 
amount of seed sold think that 25,000 acres 
would be nearer the correct . The former 
figure is only about half the acreage of last 
year, when there was, in addition, a large 
carry-over of straw from the 1920 Irish crop, 
which had: an exceedingly high acreage. Re. 
ports regarding the quahty of the straw are 
satisfactory. In recent years, owing to defective 
seed. unfavourable weather, and other causes, 
the average yield did not exceed 20 stones to 
the acre, as against 32 stones in pre-war years. 
The crop now being harvested well owing 
to the moist weather in July and August, but 
dry conditions are how required to complete 
field work. At the beginning of the present 
year 12s. per stone was paid for the low, and 
up to 22s. per stone for the finest quality. 
Both grades subsequently dropped 4s. per 
stone, but this amount has now been recovered, 
and the general expectation is that owing to 
the small supply the higher price should Le 
maintained. 

During the month of August the imports cf 
flax, according to the returns of the Board cf 
Trade, totalled 1,845 toms, valued at £195,891, 
and 553 tons of tow, valued at £40,264. There 
were no imports from Russia. It is reported 
that the new Baltic States of Latvia, Esthonia, 
and Lithuania have an increased sowing, but 
it must not be forgotten that the great bulk of 
Russian flax in pre-war days, roughly about 75 

er cent., from what is now known as Soviet 
Russia, and available supplies and future pros- 
pects in that country can only be guessed. 
Some authorities who have taken the trouble 
to make careful inquiries estimate that the crop 
in Russia is Jarger than last year, but in any 
event it cannot be much more than 20 per 
cent. of the normal pre-war crop. Belgium 
has also a good crop this year, but the French 
and Dutch crops are believed to be smalier. 

The imports of flax and hemp yarns last 
month totalled 501 tons, valued at £116,952, 
while the exports were 267 tons, valued at 


THE EXPORTS FIGURES. 


The total value of linen goods exported from 
Great Britain and Ireland during the month 
of August was £919,680, making the total for 
the eight months £7,838,727. Shipments to the 
United States of linen piece goods of all kinds 
were 3,080,000 square yards, valued at £260,042, 
out of a total of 5,678,400 square yards, valued 
at £496,397. The Colonial markets were satis- 
factory customers, Australia taking 660,200 

uare yards, valued at £59,057; Canada, 
349,400 square yards, valued at £29,596; New 
Zealand, 112,600 square yards, valued at 
£9,908; the East Indies, 11,500 square yards, 
valued at £9,467; and South Africa 61,100 
square yards, valued at £4,882. The South 
American markets improved, with Argentine 
tak g 228,700 square yards, valued at 954 ; 
Brazil 170,800 square yards, valued at £19,580; 
Columbia and Panama, 10,900 square yards, 
valued at £1,284: and Cuba 135,000 square 
yards, valued at £2,050. Denmark was the only 
Continental matket of note, taking 175,700 
square yards, valued at £11,656. Over 200,000 
dozen handkerchiefs were exported, valued at 
£80,920, and table linen “to the value of 
£187,474. 


U.S. TARIFF RATES. 


The following changes in the United States 
tariff rates, agreed upon is conference between 
the Tariff Committee of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives, are of particular 
interest to linen manufacturers and cotton

Cetton sewing thread, from 20 per cent. 
ad valorem to 35 per cent. ad valorem; cotton 
cloth, from 30 per cent. ad valorem to 45 
per cent. ad valorem; table damask, 350 per 
cent. ad valorem; quilts and bedspreads, 40 per 
cent. ad valorem; sheets, pillowcases, blankets. 
and towels, 25 per cent. ad valorem; table and 
bureau covers, napkins, centrepieces, and 
dallies, 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

These changes are going to increase the cost 
of linen and cotton goods to the Americans, 
while if it seriously diminishes trade, this will 
be reflected in the American raw cotton ex- 
ports.

A clever lithographer, who had succeeded in 
forging foreign stamps to the value of several 
million franes, was arrested yesterday. He got 
into communication with foreign collectors, to 
whom he sent his forged stamps. In exchange 
the collectors sent him genuine ones, which he 
sold, making a handsome profit on the deals.—

Why eannot clergy be content with the Prayér 
Book as it is, and give their people the duly 
appointed Services until the Order is varied 
by authority? Even then, the use of the new 
Prayer Book will probably be only voluntary, 
and clergy will be well advised not to atlopt it 
until they have explained the position to their 
people and secured their full approval for the 
change.”

AUTHORITATIVE STATEMENT. 


it i learned in authoritative quarters in 
London that, in the view of His Majesty's Go- 
verument, the approach of the Kemalist forces 
to Constantanople and the Dardanelles, and the 
demands put forward by the Angora Govern- 
ment, have clearly created a situation which 
has been continuously under the attention of 
His Majesty’s Ministers during the last week. 

These demands, if assented to, inwolve 
nothing less than the entire loss of the whole 
results of the victory over Turkey in the late 
wat The channel of deep salt water that 
separates Europe from Asia, and unites the 
Mediterranean and the Black Sea, affects world 
interests, European interests and British in- 
tereste of the first order. | 

The British Government regards the effective 
and permanent freedom of the Straits as a 
vital necessity, for the sake of which it is pre- 
pared to make exertions. It has learnt, with 
great satisfaction, that in this respect their 
views are shared by France and Italy, the other 
two great Powers principally concerned. 

The question of Constantinople stands some- 
what differently. For more than two yeare it 
has been decided that the Turks should not be 
deprived of Constantinople, and in January of 
last year, at the Conference in London, the 
representatives of the Constantinople and 
Angora Turkish Governments were informed of 
the intention of the Allies to restore Constanti- 
nople to the Turks, subject to other matters 
being satisfactorily adjusted. 

The wish of the British Government is that 
a Conference should be held as speedily as 
possible, im any place generally acceptable to 
the other Powers involved, at which a resolute

DEVASTATED SMYRNA.

GRAPHIC TELEGRAMS. 


A cable message received in London on 
Saturday states :-— 

“Smyrna ablaze with fire. Mustapha Kemal! 
| is giving finishing touch to organised massacres, 
ca of incendiarism and actrocities on large 


scale.. About 100,000 Christians, mostly 
Armenians and Greeks, perished. Entire auar- 
ters set on fire by soldiery and infuriated 


populace. Main thoroughfares covered with 
corpses. American Consul, General Horton, 
took refuge in Athens, with all members of the 
ri mesg which was set on fire. Many Eng- 
lishmen and officials ruthlessly killed, and 
Greek and Armenian bishops crucified. Devasta- 
tiou, ruin and desolation throughout the city 
and euburbs; entire neighbouring villages 
burnt. European men-of-war practically 
passive observers of this unprecedented carnage. 
Arfierican torpedo boats saved hundreds. Con- 
certed drastic immediate European action in 
Smyrna waters, backed by American, may 
save remnants of population; about 300,000 
doomed to extermination.” 

Reuter’s Agency says that an Athens message 
received im Greek quarters in London report- 
ing the arrival of Smyrna refugees there, states 
that only the Turkish quarter and a few aouses 
in the Punta quarter remain standing. The 
fire was started at several points of the town 
by regular eoldiers and fed with incendiary 
bombs. Masses of men, women, and children, 
hiding in the churches were driven out by 
flames and exposed to machine gun fire. 

Eye-witnesses declare that 800 Christians, 
who took refuge in the Catholic Cathedral, 
were horribly massacred, despite the presence of 
two French officers. 

The refugees allege that French and Italian 
warships refused to take on board persons fail- 
mp hag produce certificates of nationality. 

e martyrdom of the Metropolitan of 
Smyrna, Mgr. Chrysostomos, is confirmed by 
the Metropolitan of Ephesus, who escaped 
under disguise. Mgr. Chrysostonios was first 
insul by General Nur ed Din, and then 
handed over to a crowd of fanatical Mussul- 
mans, who, after tearing out his Ueard, 
finished off the Metropolitan and his dragoman 
with frightful tortures. 


GHASTLY SCENES. 
WOMEN INSANE WITH HORROR, 


A telegram received direct from Athens, 
dated Saturday, gays that refugees arriving 
there from Asia Minor relate that in the 
general conflagration the Greek and Catholic 
churches and school, and the French, British 
and American Consulates and Post Offices’ were 
gutted. Mutilated and burnt corpses were 
everywhere to be seen, and the atmosphere was 
poisoned with the smel] of burnt flesh emanat- 
1 from the ruins. Women and girls were 
taken to the outakirta of the town, where they 
were raped and then massacred. 

Since Thursday no Armenians have been seen 
in Snoryrna. Some, doubtless, are hiding, but 
it is feared that even infants have been 
massacred. 

The quay, on which were concentrated the 

nic-stricken refugees, presents the most tragic 

uman epectacile imaginable. The groans and 
agonising cries of the wounded and dying are 
heard on al) sides, and all are suffering from 
hunger and thirst. Numbers of corpses are to 
be seen floating about the harbour. 
i Boats and lighters to carry the rofugees to 
the availabie ships are insufficient, and many 
in attempting to reach the ships by swimming 
were drowned, whilst others were chot from the 
quay. Several of the refugees, particularly 
women, became insane. 

It, is impossible to learn the number of lives 
lost, but the lowest estimate given by the 
ay arriving from Smyrna places the total 
at 120,000. An Englishman from Smyrna 
remarked to-day that Mustapha Kemai had 
wiped out Smyrna, and would now devote his 
attention to the Dardanelles. 

A steamer from Smyrna with Englidh refugees 
on board passed Pirssus to-day bound for Malta. 
Some Englishmen are missing: their fate ie 
unknown. 


FOREIGN OFFICE NEWS. 


Up to Saturday evening the Foreign Office 
had received no news of any loss of life of 
British subjects at Smyrna. Sir Harry Lamb, 
the British Consul-General at Smyrna, is stil! 
there, but is leaving at once. 

The actual cause of the fire is still not 
definitely clear; but it is, at least, significant 
that the Moslem quarter was undamaged. Only 
three Consulates are left intact—the Belgian, 
Spanish, and Norwegian. 

The funds in the French banks and bonds 
belonging to. those members of the French 
colony who desired it have been placed on 
board French vessels. The staffs of the rail- 
ways are safe. 

The Bavarian, with 750 British refugees on 
board, including many Maliese, arrived at 
Malta yesterday afternoon. Like the refugees 
preceding them, they. arrived with only the 
clothes that they were wearing in consequence 
of their hurried flight.

WEEK'S. DISCUSSIONS 
_ REVIEWED. 
OPIUM; MINORITIES AND 
DISARMAMENT. 


The League of Nations Union has re- 
ceived a despatch from Geneva dealing 
with the proceedings of the Third 
Assembly in Geneva during last week. 

The week was given up almost entirely 
to the work of six Commissions, the dis- 
cussions of three of these attracting the 
particular interest of the public. 

In the Fifth Commission ways and 
means of checking the traffic in opium 
were discussed; the Sixth Commission 
dealt with the protection of minorities, 
and the Third had before it the possibility 
of eLecting a treaty of mutual guarantee 
to forward a policy of land disarmament, 


TRAFFIC IN OPIUM, 


The opium debate, says the despatch, has not 
been without its dramatic interest. India, 
represented by Lord Chelmsford, has taken a 
prominent part. The pein ge Chinese 
member, Mr. Chu, has had much to say, and 
Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, representing New 
Zealand, has been the protagonist of the for- 
ward programme of. constructive policy proposed 
to the Council and the Assembly by the Per- 
manent Advisory Commission on the ‘traffic in 
drugs. 

As a result of this debate, Sir Arthur Steel- 
Maitland and his friends have won all along 
the line, and the programme of the Advisory 
Committee has not only received support, but 
has been subjected to important. improving 
amendments at the hands of the Commission. 

This policy aims at the ultimate limitation 
by international agreement. of Poppy production 
—indubitably the only way in which the abuse 
of drugs can be effectively prevented. A strik- 
ing report on the subject will be made to the 
Assembly at an early plenary session by a 
woman delegate from Norway, Mile. Bonnevich, 
who is the Vice-President of the Fifth’ Com- 
mission. 


PROTECTION OF MINORITIES, 


There has never been a discussion in the 
Assembly, or in any of its Gommissions, in 
which so many distinguished men from so many 
different countries have made speeches of a 
very high order of ability, as in the discussion 
of the Sixth Commission on Minorities. M. 
Benes, the Prime Minister of Ozecho-Slovakia, 
M. Nintchiteh, the moderate and able Foreign 
Minister of Serbia, M. Radoff, a very EE 
Cabinet Minister from Bulgaria, Dr. Streit, 
once Foreign Minister of Greece, M. Scialoja, 
lately Foreign Minister of Italy, M. Motta, 
Foreign Minister of Switzerland, Mr. Fisher, 
Lord Robert Cecil and M. Hanotahx are a few 
of the men who took part in a debate which 
has lasted through three sessions, 

' The purpose of the debate was to approve 
five resolutions laid before the Committee’ by 
Professor Gilbert Murray. The resolutions, the 
purpose of which was to strengthen and ex- 
pedite the machinery for dealing with minority 
complaints which has been established- by the 
Council, have, after this discussion, in which 
these responsible statesmen have taken part, 
come through almost unscathed from the 
ordeal. It was a signal personal success for 
Professor Murray, and a great step forward in 
securing the effective protection of minorities, 
without embarrassment to the Governments 
who have to rule them. 


LAND DISARMAMENT. 


The Commission which has created the most 
interest of all is the Third. Its sessions on 
disarmament, though very long, have been 
crowded from the first moment to the last. The 
proceedings have been much enlivened by the 
wit and eloquence of the new French repre- 
sentative, Senator Henri de Jouvenel. 

There is no doubt that M. de Jouvenel is a 

reat acquisition to the Assembly, and that he 

as already done much for the name of 
France. He has been studiously conciliatory, 
and in omarion that he has said he hag been 
constructive. is criticism has never n 
designed to obstruct, or to destroy, but to help 
and to promote the objects which the Third 
Commission has in view. His jokes about the 
Anglo-French incident ón the subject of statistics 
delighted the Commission and made a good 
start for the atmosphere of good Anglo-French 
relations, which, in this Commission, as every- 
where else in Geneva, has been most strikingly 
apparent. 
articularly in regard to the p for the 
Treaty of Mutual Guarantee has M. de 
Jouvenel shown a spirit of conciliation. It was 
not expected that France, who is taking this 
year’s assembly with great seriousness, would, 
without considerable hesitation, accept even the 
four. resolutions in which the main principles of 
the Temporary Mixed Commission’s proposal 
age laid down. So far as matters have now 
progressed, it seems certain that, with some 
very minor modifications of form, the French 
representatives will not only accept there reso- 
lutions, but will accept them with the full in- 
tention of their Government to put them into 
effect when the proper moment comes. It is a 
great step forward, for it brings land dis- 
armament for the first time within the range 
of practical politics. 


REPARATIONS DANGERS. 


There are, of course, other great problems 
which are still keeping Europe in a state of 
unrest and turmoil. Until these problems have 


been solved there can be no real peace, and | 


probably no reduction of armaments. . There 
is no doubt that, until reparations are settled, 
and settled rightly, the danger of a Russo- 
German alliance for a war of revenge will 
subsist. 

There is now at least the possibility that 
the whole Moslem world might join with them 
in a great attack upon Western civilisation. 
This is so appalling a prospect that one cannot 
doubt that the statesmen of Europe will 
attempt, even at the eleventh hour, to reach 
the agreements which alone can save their 
peoples. When this moment arrives, the work 
that the Third Commission is now doing will 
leap with one bound to the front rank. of 
political importance.

Mr. Douglas on the 
13th inst., suggesting a basis of settlement, it 
was pointed out that the letter was sent 
several days ago, and that there has been no 
development from it. Mr. Sean Clarke, it 
was added, was not a representative of the 
strikers, but represented a small class of post- 
masters and others who were not on strike. 
The statement that Mr. Clarke was present at 
the conférence with Mr. Douglas was described 
as incorrect, but it was added that Mr. Clarke:

of a temporary character intended to meet the 
increased cost of living, the member said that 
that was so, but the Irish Cost of Living Report 
was promtly challenged, and leaflets were pro- 
duced ‘in which the actual shop prices in Dublin 
were contrasted with the prices given in the 
report.

FIR*! OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The following official communiqué was issued 
by the Postniaster-General on the 16th inst. :— 

“ Efforts are at present being made in the 
Press and elsewhere to suggest to the Govern- 
ment terms of settlement of the postal strike 
which go beyond the terms which were offered 
by the Post Office representatives at the 
Douglas Confererce. 

“The Post Office desires to make it clear 
| thet the. postal officials are not entitled, of 
right, to as much as a single extra penny of 
the taxpayers’ money; that, with a view of 
avoiding further inconvenience to the com- 
munity, it laid all its cards on the table before . 
the strike came off, and made to the men’s 
representatives proposals whith represented the 
utmost limit of concession which the Govern- 
ment had authorised it to make. 

“ As alreadv indicated, the wages which the 
Trish Post Office is paying to its staff, after the 
Ist September reductions have taken place, 
are actually higher than the wages paid to 
corresponding classes in Great Britain and in 
the six counties. i 

“The Government is satisfied that those 
wages are reasonable and adequate, and pay 
due regard to the cost of living, and it is satis- 
fied also that the terms of eettlement which 
the Government suggested at the Douglas Con- 
ference represented the - utmost concessions 
which, in the interests of the State, it could 
afford to make.”

A concerted policy between England and 
France is the first step towards lessening the 
danger of a conflict which they are alike anxious 
to avoid. ~It must be ‘clear, firm, and without 
reservations. or half-understandings. Then it 
may solve, and probably will solve, the present 
problem without resort to military action. 
Men with the least. knowledge, of the East 
cannot reasonably be expected to accept the 
mere word of the Kemalists as. sufficient 
security. for interests of such immense import- 
ance as the security of the Straits.

Pierre Benoit, the French novelist, was kid- 
napped by Sinn Feinets in the Place Vendéme, 
Paris, at about 3.45 p.m. yesterday. M. Benoit 
is author of ‘‘L’Atlantide’’ and of “La Chaussée 
des Géanta.” The latter story deals with the 
Sinn Fein movement in Ireland. The report to 
the police was made by a woman, he de- 
clares herself to be M. Benoit’s fiancée,’ and 
lives in Paris. 

As M. Benoit has the reputation for liking 
practical jokes, the story is received with re- 
serve. It is a fact that the famous writer, 
after calling for letters at his residence in the 
Rue Denfert-Rochereau at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, has not yet returned, but it is not 
unusual for him to remain away over Sunday.

Yesterday afternoon sho received a telegram, 
purporting to come from M. Benoit, which was 
despatched from Asniéres, another Paris suburb. 
This message stated that “these Sinn Fein 
gentlemen, under whose eyes I write, are full 
of precautions. They have thought it best to 
take me uuder their charge once more. They 
authorise me to say that I shall be brought 
back to-morrow, or, at the latest, on 
Thursday. It is to my interest that nobody 
should try to get news of me. They all assure 
me that it is the last time I shall be. kid- 
napped.”’

HEAVY CASUALTIES. 


A shocking affair is reported to have 
occurred between seven and eight o'clock on 
Saturday morning, by which eight men lost 
their lives in an explosion, which took place 
at. Carrigphonea,, near Macroom. 

A party of troops discovered a mine in the 
road, and it exploded with terrific force while 
they were lifting it, killing almost all of the 
ang Eight men, it is believed, lost their 
ives, and one is so dangerously wounded that 
his recovery is pot expected. 

The driver of an ambulance, who brought the 
wounded man to the Mercy Hospital, in Cork, 
said that some of the bodies were greatly 
mutilated. 

Amongst the killed was Colonel-Commandant 
Thomas Keogh, of the Dublin Brigade. Another 
was a young fellow named Manning, from 
Maeroom, and the others are said to belong to 
the Midlands ‘and to Dublin. 

It is said that a bomb was placed under the 
mine in such a position that it would explode 
during the lifting of the mine. 

Arrangements are being made for the transfer 
of the bodies to Dublin.

MURDER IN CORK, 


YOUNG SAILOR SHOT IN THE 
: STREETS. 


A young man, Edward Williams, 18, of 15 
Burley street, Liverpool, who was apprenticed 
as merchant sailor on board the City of Cork 
Steam Packet Company's ss. Kenmare, was 
shot dead in Bridge street, Cork, on Thursday 
night at 10 o’clock. The circumstances of the 
shooting were told to Coroner McCabe at an 
inquest in the North Infirmary, by John William 
Cave, 6 Howe street, Liverpool, a galley-boy. 

He said that Williams, Mitchener, of South- 
ampton, a wireless watcher on the Kenmare, and 
he left the ship at 8 p.m. on Thursday night. 
They walked up and down MacUurtain street 
and met some girls to whom they were talking 
at the corner of Bridge street. He saw a man 
come. out of a publichouse produce a revolver 
and fire at Williams. The shot misfired, but 
the man pulled the trigger again. The witness 
ran down Bridge street tninking that Williams 
was also making away. While running he 
heard the second shot. He stopped and went 
back, and found him lying unconscious on the 
footpath with a wound on the left side of the 
head. 

Mitchener, in hie version, said that his im- 

ession was that the man who fired on 

filliame came from the building which 
at present in course of construction at the end 
of Patrick’s Hill and on the opposite side of 
the street. ' 

Captain William Kinlay, ss. Kenmare, said 
that Williams only joined the ship last Tuos- 
day, and that was his first trip to Cork. He 
identified the body, but said he was greatly 
changed since he last saw him. 

Dr. Denis Fennell (North Infirmary) said that 
Williams had two wounds in the head, one 
small wound on the left side and the other, a 
larger wound, on the right side The left 
wound was the entrance wound. Williams died 
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report goes on, “ went out from Macroom to 
remove a mine at Carrighaphouca bridge, three 
miles from the town on the road. to Bally- 
vournéy. Underneath the mine was a bomp, 
with the pin detached, resting upon a detonator. 

“ When the mine was disturbed the bomb ex- 
ploded, and the explosion of the mine, which 
contained some high explosive, followed. 

“The bodies of the soldiers were mangled, the 
whole party, with the exception of Col.-Comdt. 
Keogh, being blown into fragments. The head 
and shoulders of one man were found five flelds 
away. Hands, legs, heads, and the other limbs 
of members of the party were picked up at a 
considerable distance from the scene of the 
explosion. 

“Colonel-Commandant Keogh (of Dublin) was 
the only member of the party whose body was 
not dismembered. However, it was so badly 
mangled, his two legs being completely shattered 
—one foot being severed—that there was no 
hope of bis recovery. He was conveyed in a 
motor ear to Cork, but he died about 2 o'clock 
in the Mercy Hospital. 

“The remains of the Dublin and Midland sol- 
diers, so far as they could Le got together, were 
placed in coffins and conveyed to Cork, whence 
they were removed by boat to Dublin.”

THROUGH FOUR AMBUSHES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
CORK, Saturday. 

Through four ambuseades, and then participa- 
tion in a running fight in the neighbourhood of 
Donaghmore, 16 miles from Cork, was the ex- 
perience of a party of national troops on Thurs- 
day last. The irregulars iost one man killed, one 
wounded, three prisoners, and they abandoned 
one machine gun, ten rifles, eight bombs, several 
rounds of varied types of ammunition and 
equipment. 

A person who'witnessed the operations gave 
an interesting aceount of the troops’ experiences. 
The party consisted of eight men. They were 
only about three-quarters of a mile on their 
eeven-mile journey when they were attacked. 
The lower village had not been passed when 
fire was cenet on thém from the country 
sweeping up behind a small row of cottages on 
the left of the narrow road. Fifty yards further 
on, there was another band of the irregulars; 
while down to a cross made by the intersection 
of twe lanes, a Scotch car, from which the 
wheels had been removed, was thrown across 
the road, and beyond this obstacle iay concealed 
the third party of ambushets. 

When the first atiack was delivered, the 
Lancia car was pulled up, and the officer in 
charge, with six of, his men, got out, leaving 
one man and the driver in the car, and re- 
turned along the road to engage the attackers. 
While this engagement was in progress, the 
second party of ambushers opened fire on the 
two edidiers in the Lancia car, and tried to cut 
them off. This move was foiled by the driver, 
who backed the car away from them. Seeing 
that they were greatly outnumbered, all the 
soldiers got into the car and dashed through, 
only to come up on the obstruction about 400 
yards away, which necessitated bringing 
the car to a &tand-still. Two of the 
soldiers got out to remove the obstruction, and 
immediately fire was opened on them from 
the hill below the cross-roads. This was their 
third engagement, in all of which the irregu- 
lars had a machine gun in use. At this point 
the fire was very severe, but under a hail oí 
bullets the dismantied car was removed. Then, 
with a elear road, the Lancia swept through 
and made all speed intd Blarney, where rein- 
foreements were secured and the two parties 
returned to the scene of the attack, reaching 
there about seven o'clock in the evening. . 

They found that the irregulars only occupied 
the position from whieh the first attack outside 
Dopnoughmore, village was delivered. The troops 
at once opened fire on them, and after a — 
exchange, forced them to-retreat over the hill, 
and pursuing them found thatethey had come 
up with the entire band of irregulars, A 
running fight ensued until nightfall. i 

Subsequently, while examining the positions, 
the troops came upon the dead body of O’Brien, 
of Evergreen, Cork, with a Sam Brown belt on. 
He was one of the leaders of the irregulars. 
They also found a wounded man and had him 
removed to the Mercy Hospital, Cork. On 
the return journey. the troops were ambushed 

in, but after a brief exchange the attackers 
withdrew and the troops reached Cork at mid- 
night. 
' The heroism of the motor driver had much to 
do with the success with which a party of troops 
emerged from an ambush near Riverstown, five 
miles to the east of Cork, on Friday afternoon. 
They suffered from slight casualties—namely, 
Captain Cashman, wounded in the arm; Lieu- 
trnant Butler, slightly wounded in the ankle ; and 
two civilian motor drivers, one wounded in the 
neck. and the other in the shoulder. 

The»troops, who numbered eight men, were 
cotaing’ bs a Lancia car, which was p ed 

ear, in which a soldier sat ny the 

driver, from Lismore to Cork. 
. Relating ‘the story of the ambush, a witness

Death was due to laceration of the brain.

TWO MEN SHOT DEAD.

Shortly< after 1.30 Thomas MecCullock, of 
Harding street, was shot at the corner of 
Great 4reorge’s street, and when the ambulance 
arrived a few minutes after the occurrence he 
was found to be dead. i 

At 2.40 several shots were fired in the vicinity 
of Garmoyle street and Marine. street, and 
James M‘Cluskey, a ship & fireman, of Marine 
streat, was mortally wounded. 

On his arrival at the Mater Hospital he 
was found to be dead. At the same time 
James Mundy, a lad of fifteen, living at 30 
Artillery street,. was hit, sustaining a serioue 
wound im ihe ibigh. He is, however, expected 
to recover. 

The' police instituted an exhaustive search of 
the district, but up to the present no arrests 
have been made.

MR. SHORTT AND UNITY OF THE 
ALLIES. 


Mr. Edward Shortt, the Home Secretary, 
yesterday addressed a meeting of his con- 
stituents at Jesmond Dene, in the Western 
Division of Newcastle. In the course of his 
speech, he referred at some length to the 
problem of the Near East, and declared the in- 
tention of the Government and of the Allies 
to maintain the freedom of the Dardanelles and

If we received a reverse it would 
be the worst thing that could happen to our 
Oriental Empire, It would repercuss in India 
and Egypt and elsewhere, and we must, above 
all things, avoid anything like an injury to our 
prestige in those two nations.”’ | 

Mr. Shortt then referred to the question 
of Mesopotamia, and said that we took wp the 
mandate that was imposed upon us at a time 
when the welfare of small nations was in the 
mind of every man and woman. The course 
which Great Britain had pursued in Mesopo- 
tamia was an act of duty which we were 
morally bound to perform, and he sad, w'thout 
fear of contradiction, that a nation was just 
as bound to carry out its promises as the in- 
dividual man and woman.

STORY OF A FOREIGN TRAIN 
ROBBERY. 


Reuter’s Agency hes received from the 
Georgian Information Bureau the appended 
account of a recent seizure of American Re- 
lief Funds by brigands on the Batum-Tiflis line. 
The Committee states that such cases are not 
uncommon, and that the bandits have always 
escaped arrest and got away with their boot?. 
This, it says, is due to the fact that in the 
majority of these cases the Bolshevist 
authorities are themselves accomplices in the 
operations. This explains the amazing insolence 
of the bandits in the present case. For two 
and a half hours they remained on the train 
with the utmost pam Tá" and confidence in 
their impunity, and without being afraid of the 
long stops at the stations. It alsv explains the 
bandits’ remarkable knowledge concerning the 
foreign passengers and what they carried with 
them. 

""On August 10, Messrs. Smith, Schelkowni- 
.kow and Braum, members of the American 
Relief Mission, accompanied by M. Danielian, 
a conductor and a cook, left Batum in a car- 
ri reseryed for them in the afternoon mail 
train. Towards midnight, when the train was 
nearing the Souram Tunnel and the passengers 
were asleep, five or six bandits made their 
appearance in the carriage, very possibly from 
adjoining compartments. 

“The passengers were all taken with revol- 
vers pointed at them, into the compartment 
occupied by Mr. Smith. The window-blinds 
were lowered and the lights put out, with the 
exception of one. Then the head of the gang 
ordered them to hand over the box of silver 
that the Mission was taking from Batum, con- 
taining 12,000 dollars and 30,000 Turkish 

unds. This the party refused to do, but the 

rigands finally found it in the dining car. 

“ Then the bandits ordered the passengers to 
turn their backs, ‘and three of them stood 
over them with their revolvers. In the mean- 
time the train reached Navarino Station. 
The passengers now thought that they would 
be delivered from this nightmare, but it was 
a useless hope, and in a quarter of an hour the 
train left. 

“ Soon after, the leader of the gang entered 
and asked sarcastically whether the passengers 
had been able to give the alarm to anyone out- 

, then disappeared again. The 
ssengers soon ‘heard two or three jump from 


train. 

“When the train arrived at Mikailowo 
Station, the carriage was detached to be trans- 
ferred to another line. The bandits still kept 
control over assengers and prevented them 
trom moving. y even engaged them in 
conversation and offered them cigarettes. 

After waiting half an hour the train left 
Mikailowo. The bandits informed the pas- 
sengers that they would leave them at 
Mis het, but shortly after, while the train 
was moving, they jumped off.”—(Reuter.)

CHARGE AGAINST TWO MEN. 


In the Dublin Police Court last Saturday, 
before Mr. Lupton, K.C., John. Monks (52), 
Lower Clanbrassi]l street, described as a linee- 
man in the General Post Office, and John Cavey, 
Sandford avenue, Donnybrook, described as 
assistant clerk in the General Post Office, were 
charged by Inspector Byrne, D.M.P., with hav- 
ing stolen from James Murtagh two post letters, 
one of which was supposed to contain an order 
for 16s., and both of which were addressed to 
two sisters who reside in Church etreet, Duhlin. 

It was alleged that the accused men, with 
three others not in custody, forced Murtagh 
from Granby row into Granby lane, where one 
of the men (not in custody) snatched the two 
letters from him and handed them to Cavey, 
who carried them away. Murtagh had just

James Murtagh, whose address was given as 
at Catherine lane, Upper Church street, told 
the Court that at about 4.50 on Friday after- 
noon as he was walking along Parnell square 
towards. Granby row the prisoner, Monks, 
accosted him and asked if he had any letters for 
anyone but himself. His answer was in the 
negative, and Monks called him a “ scab.”

NEGOTIATIONS WITH AN ENGLISH 
GROUP. 


Our London Financial Correspondent wires — 
Negotiations which have been proceeding for 
some months have now. reached an interestin 
stage between the Chinese Government an 
an important independent group outside the 
Consortium for the provision of further finance 
to China on a basis that will recognise the 
obligation to the holders of the Vickers 
Treasury bills, Marconi Treasury bills, and: 
10,000,000 dollars American bills, securities now 
in default." The Chinese Government are 
anxious to meet their obligations, and no diffi- 
culty. is: anticipated from the Government in 
their meeting the demands of the group i 
respect of the above securities, The Chinese’ 
Government can offer undoubted security—the 
surpluses of the maritime customs dues and of the 
Salt Gabelle, The group in question are willin 
to contract for a loan secured upon the avail- 
able surplus of these two revenues, provided 
that part of the proceeds of such a loan is 
used to adjust the position of the holders of 
the securities in default. The Chinese Govern- 
merit have offered to inscribe the bills in de- 
fault on the above surplus fevenues, but have 
been impeded by the Consortium, which pro- 
fessed that this would be an infringement of 
their rights, but for which opposition there is 
no question that the default would have been 
remedied long since. The attitude of the 
British Government towards the present de- 
velopment is still doubtful, but a recent White 
Paper clearly showed that the Foreign Office, 
not being satisfied with the constitut of the 
English portion of the Consortium, has only 
promised a qualified support to its pretensions 
at Pekin. 

Ceftain local and national considerations ren 
der it difficult for the Consortium to come to 
terms with the Chinese Government, and 
meanwhile the position is very similar to that 
which arose in 1012. It will be remembered 
that the Chinesé Government, being then tin- 
willing to satisfy the demands of the Con- 
sortium, contracted with an independent group 
for the loan of £5,000,000, which is still known 
as the “Crisp” Loan. At that time the inter- 
vention of this outside group provided a sen- 
sation which is still talked of in the City. The 
Consortium at the time maintained that the 
Salt Gabelle revenues were too small to justify 
a #£5,000,000 loan, but themselves floated a 
£25,000,000 loan in the following year which 
for some time depended for its service the 
sirplus Salt Gabelle revenues.

The 
second man stood by. and both proceeded to 
go away. Just then a forry with three men 
in it came up, and Mrs. Wilson asked them 
to stop the runaways. They did so, and wit- 
ness saw the two men taken into custody. 

Mrs. Wilson stated that she was carrying 
£10, Lord Cloneurry’s money, im her handbag. 
She told the prisoners that the money was not 
hers, and one of them snatched the bag out of 
her hand and ran off. The three men in the 
lorry followed and captured the thieves before 
they were out of her sight. 

James Sweeney, of the C.I.D., Oriel House, 
stated that he and two other officers were 
travelling to Naas on a lorry. When hetween 
Hazlehatch and Straffan they saw two men 
“holding up a pony and trap. On bein 
told by Mrs. Wilson that she had been eho’ 
they arrested the two men (the prisoners). 
When ordered to put their hands up Kelly 
dropped the bag which he had under his arm. 
Both men were taken to Naas Barracks. 

Detective Sergeant Whelan told the Court 
that both men, when charged on Saturday 
morning, stated that they were very sorry, and 
that they had nothing to say. 

They were committed for trial at the City 
Sessions, and were not admitted to bail.
